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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Acknowledgements 

1 . Applicants' amendnnent filed on 02.07.2007 has been entered. Group I 
from the Requirement for Restriction/Election sent on 08.16.2006 has been 
rejoined with Group II and III: now claims 1-4, 9, 13-16, and 18-21. Accordingly, 
claims 1-4, 9, 13-16, 18-21 have been amended and claims 7, 8, 10-12, and 
22-25 are cancelled. 

Examiner's Statement of reason for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most relevant reference is the King et al. [WO 98/50840] reference. 
King discloses a system for the distribution of narcotics by health care providers, 
and more particularly, is related to an electronic, computerized drug information 
system that assists a health care provider in tracking drug distribution at the 
health care provider facility. 

However, King neither anticipates or fairly and reasonable teaches as to 
"taking a first quantity of a first type of medical item from a first storage location 
within a pharmacy; providing at least one input through at least one input device 
indicative of taking the first quantity of a the first type of medical item from a the 
first storage location in the pharmacy for use in a compounding activity; including 
in at least one data store through operation of at least one processor indicative of 
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taking tlie first quantity type medical item from activity as an outstanding medical 
item that was taken for use in a compounding activity but has not had a resulting 
compound stored into the pharmacy, and etc.". 

Thus, the combination of claimed features is not disclosed in a reasonable 
manner. 

The cited but not applied NPL document art "Policy and procedure manual 
of the pharmacy department of University hospital of Brooklyn, Constance 
Shames, Issue date: 03.17.2000. 

However, Shames neither anticipates or fairly and reasonable teaches as 
to " taking a first quantity of a first type of medical item from a first storage 
location within a pharmacy; providing at least one input through at least one input 
device indicative of taking the first quantity of a the first type of medical item from 
a the first storage location in the pharmacy for use in a compounding activity; 
including in at least one data store through operation of at least one processor 
indicative of taking the first quantity type medical item from activity as an 
outstanding medical item that was taken for use in a compounding activity but 
has not had a resulting compound stored into the pharmacy, and etc.". 

Thus, the combination of claimed features is not disclosed in a reasonable 
manner. 

For this reason, claims 1, 15 and 19 are deemed to be allowable over 
prior art of record and claims 2-4, 9, 13-14, 16, 18, 20 and 21 are allowed by 
dependency.
